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BY MR GURBE: 
Q Where were you born, witness? 


A July 16, 1904 in Munich. 


Q What educational and professional training have you 


A 1 attended grade and high schools, and beginning 1924 


I began studying law at the University of Munich. 

Q When did you join the Nazi Party? 

A July 1, 1930. 

Q Why did you join it? 

A it was my conviction that after the failure of 
parliamentarism in Germany, and in the enmity of people in 
the 27 parties of the Reich, that after that situation had 
been created that only one strong party with one strong 
leader would be able to prevent the utter collapse of Germany. 

Q Since when have you been active in the Center of 
Administration in the Nazi Party? 

A Since January 1, 1958. I may add that from 1938 to 
1940 I had been loaned by the Bavarian State Administration 
since I had been counsel for the government of the Bavarian 
State within the police administration at Munich. I was 
loaned from 1-38 to this date to the Treasury of the Nazi 


Party. Only after 1940 was I transferred from the State ser- 


A 


vice to the service of the Party. 
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Q What functions did you perform within the adminis- 
tration of the Party, and what ranks have you been holding? 

A I was in charge of 811 principal personnel matters 
as far as they had any bearing on fiscal or financial 
affairs. Particularly, in regard to pensions and salary 
system of the Party. 

Q Is it true that on the basis of the positions you 
were holding you learned of а 1 orders and directives issued by 
the Fuehrer, his deputy and later on by the Chancery of the 
Fuehrer? 

A Yes, sir. 

STATEMENT BY MR GURBE: 

I asked the witness to prepare a few charts on the 
office of the Treasury, the so-called Center of Administra- 
tion of the Party. The witness was called unexpectedly here, 
and I would like to ask him whether he was able to finish 


those charts. 


A Unfortunately 1 was unable to complete them befae 
coming here. 

Q Then describe to us the structure of the Central 
Administration office of the Party. For this purpose I 
mey use the organizations book of the Party and ask that it 


be submitted as PS-1893. 


A I may say that the chart contained in the Reich 


Organizations book, particulerlyfn regard to the office of f

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the Treasury, are not in accordance with facts. 
Q Which were the main offices within theReichsleiter, 
which is the highest level of the office of the Reich Treasury? 
A To make things a little plainer I would like to make 
w principal remarks in regard to the structure of the Nazi 
Party. The organization called Party Administration was an 
organization of its ow, an organi within the organizati 
of the Party, and its competence included not only the party 
but also its associate and affiliated organizations. As a 
consequence of that fact the Treasury of the Party was the 


chief, not only of the Treasury of the Gau on the level of 


the Party,but he was also the chief of the administration 


offices of the affiliated so-called militant organizations, 


and byexpression "militant" organizations we meant the SA, 
the general SS, the NSKK, and the HJ. Also he was the chief 
of the financial administrative offices of the so-called non- 
militant organizations which were the NSWomen Leadership, 

the NS Dozentenbund (student organization). Furthermore, 

the Treasurer of the NSDAP was in charge of the financial 
administration of a number of the associated organizations 
and, in some cases, particularly within the last years, he 
had financial control over them. That was the case, for 
instance, in the case of the NSV, а national socialist wel- 


fare organization.

Q What were the offices of the Treasurer within the 
Party corporal, in theKreis Gau and level of the NSDAP. 

A The titles of the individuals who were subordinate 
to him on different levels were: On the Gau level, the 


Gauschatzmeister; on the Kreis and Gaus level they were 


called Kassenleiter. 


Q What was the professional background of the 


individuals holding office within the office of the Troas- 
urer of the NSDAP. 

A In most cases it may be said that almost all 
officials within the office of the Treasurer of the NSDAP 
or in his subordinate office were professionally trained 
people who came from industry or civil service of the State, or 
they came from the professions - as for instance, lawyers, 
etc. 

Q What professional qualifications did the people 
have to have who were: called to serve within that office? 

A First of all they had to have a perfect character; 
апа not too much attention was paid to the length of member- 
ship within the Nazi Party -- as far as the office of the 
Treasury was concerned. Secondly, it was absolutely essen- 
tial that the people were professionally trained and qualified 
to hold their positions. 

Q Will you please answer as quickly as possible so 


that we сап keep our time limits. Did it ever happen that 
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people who were not members of the Party were called to 
fill offices within the Treasury? 

А I recall that at least in severa 
were serving who were not party members. 

Were women called to serve for 
few single cases, yes. 
was the functional task of the people wh 
Treasury? 
They were purely and merely administrative 
nature. 
Give us a few examples. 

A I may refer very briefly ix he organizetiona: 
structure of the Treasury within the Reichsleitung, 
the main office of the Party. There was for instance the 
office concerned with financial affairs where we employed only 
people with experien in the banking profession and book- 
keepers because that office was concerned only with physical 
affairs. The second office within our Treasury was the 
surgeon's office, which was 
Office number three was the personnel office о which I my- 
self was attached. It was mainly concerned with questions 
of salaries and pensions. It also concluded the contracts 
the main employees of the Central Office and in some cases 


also of subordinate offices. Office number four was the 
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administrative office, and within that office the main office 


was the economic office, or the so-called office charged with 
the carrying out of the Four Year Plan within the Party and 
the supreme office of buildings and structures. Office number 
five was the legal office of the Treasurer. Incorporated in 
that office was the membersh! ffice with a central membership 
file and the office of admissions. Office number 
the controller's office in charge of financial inspection, 
etC., and that was the most essential office of all within 
the Party Treasury. 

I still should mention 
insurances, and the one in charge of welfare and equipment, 
and a few other offices which were still 
Treasury. 

Q And who was charge of hiring employees in the 
Treasury? 

A Exclusively the Reich Treasurer himself. 

Q By being celled to work there the people became 
so-called "office holder". Is th correct? 

А It would be better to say they were fully employed 
professional employees of the Treasury because the term 
"Amtstraeger" was not used officially before 1944, a date 
when the Treasurer issued a new regulation concerning the 
relations of his employees to his office. Since 1944 we did 


distinguish between so-called "office holders" and mere 
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employees, but that distinction was purely an administra- 
tive measure. 

d Were there also honorary unpaid workers within the 
Treasury offices on the level of the Reich? 

A All treasurers of the local groups were paid 
workers. A few of the Kreis treasurers were unpaid honorary 
workers while the nature of the work on Gau and Reich level 
made it necessary to employ there only fully employed pro- 
fessional paid workers. 

Q How large a percentage of the people employed by 

а percentage 
the Treasury on different levels -- how large/approximately 
were serving in an honorary unpaid capacity? 

A That is very difficult to estimate. 


Q Was there any misrelationship between the salaries 


paid to the professional workers in the Treasury compared 


with workers employed by State offices? 

А Yes, until 1941/42 such а misrelationship did ex- 
ist; that means that the office holders of the Party were 
under paid in comparison with State offices. Only after 
1941/42 did remarkable improvement take place. 

THE COMMISSIONER: 
You are getting into details, and I would like to 
know if it is really useful from this witness - such ex- 


planations. 
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I consider these matters important, particularly 
those referring to salaries and so on, because the prosecu- 
tion has charged that the political leaders, and apparently 
those people are included by the prosecution into the 
category of political leaders, the prosecution charges that 
they enjoyed certain privileges and advantages. There is 
only one question left on that subject. 

Did the people who were employed within the office 
staff of the Reich Treasury -- did they enjoy any other 
special privileges? 

A No. 

Q Is it true that some of the people working in the 
administrative offices of the Treasury, that they were 
given the rmk of political leaders? 

A Yes. 

Q Did the fact that they were given the rank of a 
political leader -- did that change their function and 
tasks as political leaders? Did the man who had been given 
the rank of political leader fulfill a function different 
from that of his colleagues who worked merely on the basis 
of a contract without rank? 

A No, not at all. 


Why were some of the people filling functions in

However, this is 
no proof that Einsatz Hosenberg ever functioned as a party 
organization or it even fulfilled a party assignment. the 
financing by the Reichsschatz Meister was merely a financial 
technical procedure which took place because it enabled them 
to take care of finances faster, and am I accurately stating 
that as a correct summary of your statement?
